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The Dalek Chronicles Found! 

N ews has reached Earth that the long-lost alien story-cubes, first found on our planet 
in the early Sixties and subsequently mislaid, have been recovered intact. 

David Whitaker and Alan Fennell’s first translation described the origin of Skaro’s 
most ruthless sons. This and subsequent instalments, translated by Whitaker alone, were 
visualised by Richard Jennings. Before long, Jennings was aided by Ron Turner, who 
began work on the Mechanoids' introductory story before continuing the visualisations 
alone. The sole subsequent exception was the visualisation of The Archives ofPhryne - 
some very impressive work by Eric Eden. 

The story-cubes, originally revealed piece-by-piece in 
the magazine TV Century 21, have often been recovered 
and displayed either individually or in small collections but 
rarely in their complete form and never before all together.
